8S. A. Merchant, principal of that insti- 
tution, Saturday morning tendered his 
resignation to the board of education. 
It was accepted and Miss Rusha Wes- 
ley was elected to succeed him. 

Professor Merchant has been at war 
with factions of patrong of 
his school the past year or more. 
Last year, shortly after the opening of 
he school season, sensational charges 
were preferred against him to the 
board of education. After a lengthy 
hearing. he was vindicated and _ re- 
sumed his work with the East Atlanta 
school.

Chicago, June 9.—A majority of the 
members of the republican nationa:

mittee in seating the two Taft dele- 
gates from the ninth Alabama dis- 
trict. 

Today's impromptu meeting of na- 
tional committee members was held at 
a downtown hotel, and wag attended 
exclusively by those committeemen 
generally accepted as being favorable 
to President Taft's candidacy for re- 
nomination. 

Certain Commiftteemen indignant. 

Certain of the committeemen who 
attended the meeting expressed great 
indignation at the text of Colonel 
Roosevelt's statement, 


reply. Others, however, 
against a reply of any kind, and urged 
their fellow committee members to ig- 
nore the statement. This advice finally 


prevailed. 

Scarcely any of the Taft members of 
the committee would discuss today's 
meeting after it had been concluded. 
One, however, said: 

“We are going to stand on our ac- 
tions, regardless of the remarks of 
persons who are prejudiced and unfair.

35, were hurt, but the fireman ang all 
the passengers escaped. While the 
injuries of the engineer were very 
painful and will keep him at home for 
several weeks, they are not consid- 
ered serious. = 

Quick action on the part of the en- 
gineer probabl-- prevented a far more 
disastrous wreck. After making every 
effort, however, to stop his train, and 
seeing that the engine would crash 
into the freight, he leaped to the 
ground, being bruiseq in the _ fall, 
while ‘his fireman stuck and was un- 
hurt. 

The engine was badly damaged and 
the freight cars were torn into splin- 
ters by the impact. No damage was 
done to the passenger coaches, how- 
ever, and after the traffic had been 
delayed for one hour and forty min- 
utes, the track was cleared. 

The Southern railway authorities 
are now making a careful investiga- 
tion of the cause of the wreck. Re- 
sponsibility for the open switch has 
not yet been fixed. It will probably 
be several weeks, it was stated last 
night, before the probe is completed, 
There were a némber of reports as to 
how the switch was left open, but 
none was confirmed,

Old Point, Va., June 9.-—The presi- 
déntial yacht Mayflower, with 
president and Mrs. Taft and a party 
of their distinguished guests aboard, 
narrowly escaped a collision early to- 
day with the steamer Northland, 
the Norfolk and Washington line, not 
far from Point Lookout, where the 
Potomac river empties into Chesapeake 
bay. Only the vigilance of the offi- 
cers of the Northland and the May- 
flower and their prompt action pre- 
vented what looked for a minute like 
an accident. 

As it happened, the Northland nar- 
rowly missed the Mayflower. Officials 
and one or two persons on the passen- 
ger boat who were looking only got 
a momentary shock. It. Was a. per- 
fectly still moonlight morning, with 
no sea running, and the lights of pass- 
ing vessels could be seen for miles. 
The’ few passengers awake showed yo 
signg of panic,* but: they looked - re- 
lieved when danger was over.

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RECEIVED SURRENDER 
OF SPANISH OFFICERS 


Washington, June 9.—Rear Admiral 
Benjamin Peffer Lamberton, United 
States navy, retired, who as Admiral 
Dewey's chief of staff, received the 
surrender of the officers of the Spanish 
fleet after the battle of Manila, died 
suddenly at his home here late te- 
night. 

The aged afficer had been an invalid 
for some time. Tonight he went to 
sleep in jubilant spirits after learning 
that the Washington baseball team in 
which he was greatly interested, had 
won its tenth straight victory. He 
did not Wake up again. Just beforo 
the family retired it was discovered 
that the admiral’s sleep was not nat- 
ural and physicians were hurriedly 
summoned, but it was too late. 

Born itn Cumberland county, Penn- 
sylvania, in 1844, Rear Admiral Lam- 
berton .was appointed to the naval 
academy from native state, grad- 
uating in 1864. He took an active 
part as a young officer during the last 
year of the ctvil war and afterwards

important commissions ashore and 
afloat. For “eminent’ and conspicuous 
conduct” as Dewey's chief of staff 
at the battle of Manila he was ad- 
vanced seven numbers in grade. In 
1903-1904 he was commander-in-chief 
of the South Atlantic fleet. His last ac- 
tive service was as chairmar of the 
lighthouse. board in 1905-1908. 

During the last few years of Grover 
Cleveland's lifetime ‘Rear Admiral 
‘Lamberton was the ex-president's: in- 
timate friend and fishing companion. 

A widow and‘ one son survive the 
officer. Arrangements for the funeral 
have no; been made but the body will 
be buried at Arlington Nattonal’ ceme- 
tery.

Without referring to his recent res- 
ignation, Dr. Robert Stuart MacArthur 
said at the Sunday evening service of 
the Tabernacle Baptist church that he 
would remain as acting pastor for an 
lggetinite period, 

The announcement was made just 
before Dr. MacArthur began his even- 
ing’s distourse. He told of the sub+ 
jects which he would preach on for the 
next two Sundays, and said that he 
would be absent from the church from 
the latter part of June until the nlid- 
die of September. . 

“When I return in September,” said 
Dr. MacArthur, “I expect to take up 
my pastorate work on a much more 
thorough scale than I have been able 
to do so far. I will make many more 
visits, and do much work that I have 
been unable to do in the past.’ 

Regrets to Leave. 

Dr. MacArthur said that he regretted 
exceedingly the fact that he must be 
absent from Atlanta during the sum- 
mer. During the months of July and 
August and the first two weeks of 
September, he will fill the pulpit of 
the Tremont Baptist church, a charge 
which he accepted long before he knew 
he was coming to Atlanta. The last 
Sunday in June will be spent in New 
York, where he wil! assist in the ded- 
ication of a new church where his son 
is pastor. He spoke very feelingly of 
this work. 

In speaking of the 
intended to do on his return 
tember, Dr. 
he would give much more time and at- 
tention to the tnstitutional work, 
which is a feature of the Tabernacle 
Baptist church, and which was be- 
lieved to a feature in which he 
Was not particularly interested.

In announcing his plans for the 
summer and fall, Dr. MacArthur made 
it very plain that he intended to re- 
main: here for an indefinite period. In 
closing his sermon last night he made 
what might be construed ag a refer- 
ence to the unpleasant incident of the 
week by asking the’ members of the 
‘church to accept Christ and His word. 
whether or not they would acccept 
him. 

Dr. MacArthur stated that either 
next’ Sunday or the week after, he 
would announce the names of the pas- 
tors who would fill the Tabernacle 
pulpit during his absence.

Baltimore, June 9.—Baltimore awaits 
the coming of 1,090 delegates to the 
democratic national convention, the 
preparations for which have practical- 
ly been completed. Already the ad- 
vance guard of boomers for candidates 
for the prestdential nomination have 
pitched their camps on the bDattle- 
ground and are laying the fina) plans 
of campaign. With the arrival! of Na- 
tional Chainman Norman E. Mack, the 
official arrangements for the conven- 
tion will be considered for adoption 
later by the arrangements committee. 

Urey Woodson, secretary of the na- 
tional committee, telegraphed here to- 
night that his wife was ill in New 
York and that he would be unable to 
be in Baltimore for several days. Mr. 
Woodson, as secretary ef the national 
committee, has charge of the notices 
of contests filed by certain delegations. 


Many Applications for Tickets. 

Application for tickets to the con- 
vention ‘proceedings are pouring in 
from prospective visitors from all over 
the country, and it was estimated to- 
night that nearly two hundred thou- 
sand requests for tickets had been re- 
ceived. As there are about ten thou- 
sand tickets to be  distrfbuted, the 
committee is having its difficulties in 
making assignments. 

Colonel John I, Martin, sergeant-at- 
arms of the democratic national com- 
mittee, came in tonight from St. Louis, 
and will open the headquarters of the 
national committee when Chairman 
Mack arrives. 

During the week Chairman Mack 
will consider the numerous applica- 
tions for positions of doorkeepers, as- 
sistant sergeant-at-arms, messengers 
and pages of the convention. 


Convention Hall Ready. 


The convention hall stands in readi- 
ness for the gathering ‘of delegates. 
Nothing remains to be done and guards 
fave Leen thrown about the big armory 
building to prevent vandalism. 

Tests of the acoustic properties were 
made today, and 80 well have 
the architects planned that a speaker 
only slightly raising his voice can be 
plainly heard in every part of the hall. 

Owing to disturbances incident to 
the stevedores strike here, necessitat- 
ing a special detail of police, Marshal 
Farnan, of the local police department, 
probably will call upon other large 
cities for special detectives to assist in 
watching the convention crowds. 


Urey Woodson Talks. 


New York, June 9.—Urey Woodson, 
secretary of the democratic nationa! 
committee, arrived today for a confer- 
ence tomorrow with Chairman Norman 
E. Mack, at which final arrangements 
for the convention at Baltimore will 
be considered. Their conference orig- 
inally wag planned for Baltimore, but 
it Wag necessary to change this. Mr. 
Woodson said tonight that Mr. Mack 
would be here tomorrow, and that he 
believes the chairman will remain in 
New York geveral days before going to 
Baltimore. 

The committee is overwhelmed with 
demands for seats. 

“The convention hal] seats 15,000, 
and being in the center of a popula- 
tion of nearly 15,000,000," said Secre- 
tarv Woodson, “the demand for admis- 
sion is the greatest in years. We have 
decided to adopt the split ticket sys- 
tem, that is, we shall issue admission 
tickets to the members of the national 
committee which will be exchanged for 
eight ‘session tickets,’ so that the tick- 
ets may be distributed more widely 
than if they were season affairs.” 


Hearst Has a Contest. 


The committee on credentials 
have little to do at Baltimore, 
Woodson said. The only contests of 
which notice had been filed are over 
delegates from the Philippine islands, 
District of Columbia and Porto Rico. 
It is understood that A. 8S. Trude, a 
prominent criminal lawyer, has been 
engaged to represent the Hearst-Har- 
rison faction of Chicago in a contest 
against the twenty Sullivan delegates 
from Cook county, but no official no- 
tice of the contest has been filed. 

The anti-impertalist stand which the 
democratic party hag taken in years 
g0es for naught in one respect this 
year, when, for the first time in his- 
tory, a delegate from the Philippine 
islands has been included. It was 
through an error that the islands were 
included in the notice for the election 
of delegates, and they have named 
two, who are en route to the conven- 
tion. In 1900 the democratic conven- 
tion voted to bar participation of the 
Philippine islands delegates.

Tom Harrison, the preacher-engineer, 
who climbed down from a switch en- 
gine in a local railroad yard two years 
ago to take up ministerial work, was 
in Atlanta for a double mission yes- 
terday. He came to be master of cere- 
monies at the memorial service of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and also to another two-year 
leave of absence from the Western and 
Atlantic railroad.

Conversion of Harrison.

At the close of a day's work, just 
a little over two years ago, he climbed 
down off his engine heaping maledic- 
tions on the head of a person who had 
previously spoken to him about his 
future.

The two men shook hands and de- 
clared that they would lead a better 
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life in the future. Mr. Harrison was 
aman Of education, and he itmmediate- 
ly secured a two vears’ leave of ab- 
sence and went to Nashville, where he 
began Bible study.

A few months ago Mr. Harrison in- 
terested J. C. Symmes, district super- 
intendent of the Nashville Telephene 
company, in his work. Mr. Symmes did 
not think that much could be accom- 
plished in a mission church, but he un- 
dertook to organize a Bible class in 
connection with the Sunday = school. 
When the class was started there were 
but three members. Sunday afternoon 
Mr. Harrison received a telegram from 
Mr. Symmes stating that the attendance 
was forty-nine. They both believe that 
they will have an attendance of one 
hundred every Sunday by the end of 
the year. 

“Mr. Symmes has been a great help 
and a great inspiration in our work,” 
said Mr. Harrison last night. “It is 
not often that a man of wealth and 
refinement will go in a mission church, 
and brush shoulders with these peo- 
ple; be is doing a great work, and we 
all love and admire him.” 

While Mr. Harrison was here he se- 
cured another two years’ leave of ab- 
sence from the railroad service. 

“I do not expect to ever go back to 
‘railroading,’ but I want to keep in 
good standing with the boys.” 

Mr. Harrison is a member of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and other railroad associations.

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PARCELS POST 


ALMOST CERTAIN 


‘Measure to Be Enacted by the 
Present Conpress, 


Bill May Be Put Through at 
Present Session—Postal Of- 
ficers Favor the Bourne Bill. 
Hitchcock Points Out Ad- 
vantages of Measure. 


Washington, June 9.—Legislation 
providing for a general parcels post 
throughout the United States and its 
possessions, except the Philippine 
islands, is practically certain to be 
enacted by the present congress, per- 
haps before the conclusion of the ses- 
sion’now in progress, in the opinion of 
Postmaster General Hitchcock. He has 
urged insistently upon congress the 
desirability of domestic parcels post, 
because, among other reasons, he be- 
lieves it will ald substantially in the 
solution of the problem of the high 
cost of living. In a statement today he 
expressed the hope that the measure 
recently introduced by Senator Bourne, 
chairman of the committee on post- 
offices and post roads, might be crys- 
tallized into law. 

Bourne Bill Is Favored. 

In the judgment of the officers of 
the postal service the Bourne bill rep- 
resents the most scientific and busi- 
ness-like plan yet devised for a par- 
cels gost. It provides for a parcels 
service throughout the country, both 
on rural routes and city carrier routes. 
It consolidates the third and fourth 
classes of mail -matter—a reform long 
advocated by the postoffice depart- 
ment—and raises the weight limit of 
parcels to eleven pounds, which is the 
limit of the international parcels post. 
The rate to be charged for articles 
carried in the rura] route service and 
city carrier service is 6 cents for the 
first pound or fraction of a pound and 
1 cent for each additional pound or 
fraction of a pound. For the general 
parcels post service, which covers all 
mail, transportation other than local 
delivery by rural or city carriers, 
graduated rates would be established, 
based on distance. 

Six Zones ef Distance, 

Six zones of distance would be es- 
tablished. The first would have a ra- 
dial distance of 50 miles from the 
point of maltiling; the second would 
| include the area lying between 50 and 
| 200 miles; the third that between 290 
|and 500 miles; the fourth that be- 
tween 6500 and 1,000 miles; the fifth 
that between 1,000 ang 2,000 miles, and 
the sixth, distances beyond 2,000 
miles. The rate for delivery within 
the first zone is 6 cents for the first 
' pound or fraction of a pound, and 2 
| cents for each additional pound or 
'.fraction of a pound. The rates would 
| increase for each additionai zone until, 
iin the sixth they reach a maximum 
|} of 12 cents a pound, the rate now 
'chargeqd in the international parcels 
post. The rate on the consolidated 
third and fourth class mail matter igs 
fixed at 1 cent an ounce for not more 
(than four ounces. Distinctive parcels 
post stamps will be provided. 

In a formal report forwarded today 
“to the senate postoffice committee, 
Postmaster General Hitchcock strong- 
ly urges the passage of the Bourne 
measure. 

Advantages of System. 

Concerning the general advantages 
of a comprehensive parceis post serv- 
ice, he says: 

“The enactment of the proposed par- 
cels post bill will aid materially in 
solving the high cost of living prob- 
lem, because it will bring the producer 
and the consumer into closer proximity.

This will 
mean, not only a great saving but 
wil} stimulate a larger and more va- 
ried production and trade. It will have 
the effect of bringing more closely to- 
gether in their commercial and socia] 
relations the people of the country and 
of the city.

“Under the zone plan the schedule 
of rates is based solely om the actual 
cost of the service performed, where- 
as the flat rate system, to make the 
service self-supporting, must be based 
On the average general distance the 
mail has to be carried. So long as the 
weight is negligible as in the case of 
letters, postal cards and small pack- 
,ages, the flat rate is feasible, but 
; When larger parcels weighing as much 
as ll pounds are to be carried, the 
frates should be graduated to meet in 
a more accurate manner the cost of 
transportation for different distances, 

Under the Fiat Hate Plana. 

“Under the flat rate plan it would 
be impossible to meet the competition 
of private carriers, for those carriers 
would take the short hauls and leave 
the long haul for the government. The 
bill retains a flat rate, however, for 
parcels up to 4 ounces. 

“Under the law and carefully gradu- 
ated scale Of postage rates fixed for 
the several zones buying and. selling 
by mail order will be increased, while 
the production of all claSses of mer- 
chandise and the growing of farm and 
garden products wil be greatly stimu- 
lated. 

“The bill will be beneficial to all 
classes except those common carriers 
engaged in the transportation of small 
wares. It ig probable that such car- 
riers will soon divert their business to 
the carriage of larger freight, their 
proper functiop, 

“The chief opposition to the proposed 
parcels post has come from the country 
merchant, but instead of hurting him, 
as he now fears, it will eventually help 
him, for he will undoubtedly profit by 
the business stimulus created by the 
measure.

Indications Are Mexic Re- 
bellion Is Going to Pieces. 


El Paso, Texas, June 9.—Gonzales UL, 
Enrile, deposed financial executive of 


rebel zone who tried to kill him, was

fof General Orozco, author of a caustic 


promoter of the present revolution is 
a prisoner of the United States au- 
thorities. His arrest was ordered by 
the Mexican federal government, 
which charges Enrile with embezzle- 
ment of funds while consul under 
President Diaz at Clifton, Ariz. eight- 
een months ago. His extradition cn 
this charge would place him at the 
merey of the Mexican government for 
his political acts. 

Narrowly Eecaped Assassination. 

Enrile handled the funds of the rev- 
Olution for three months, and admit- 
ted he made many enemies, finally be- 
ing repudiated by General Orozco, 

Weak from two knife wounds and 
a bullet wound in his shoulder, sus- 
tained in an encounter with two un- 
known assassins in the city of Chthua- 
hua three weeks ago, Enrile doubted 
the intentions of his physicians and 
sought medica! treatment in the 
United States. He applied to Marion 
Letcher, the American consul in Chi- 
huahua, for safe conduct to the 
United States, but the latter declared 
the matter outside his jurisdiction. 

After a telegram had been sent an- 
nouncing his death early yesterday, 
the message being intend to foil 
his Juarez enemies, Enrile was placed 
secretly aboard a train in Chihuahua, 
arriving in Juarez last night. 

He would have escaped the rebels 
there but for the watchfulness of Cap- 
tain Carlos Gonzales, chief immigra- 
tion officer in Juarez. Gonzales ar- 
rested Enrile, taking him before Colo- 
nel Jose Orozco, head of the garrison, 
who, nothwithstanding the safe con- 
duct issued by his cou’in, General Pas- 
cual Orozco, the rebel chief, made 
preparations to execute Enrile. 

Begged Life on Bended Knees. 

On bended knees the fugitive beggel 
for life, beseeching Colonel Pascual 
Orozco, Sr., father of the military 
leader, to get in telegraphic commu- 
nication with his son in Chihuahua. 
The elder Orozco did so and finally 
released Enrile. Early today Gon- 
zales, who had biocked Enrile’s es- 
Cape, was found dead in a resort with 
a bullet through hig brain. 

The death of Gonzales, who was a 
Classmate at Bucknell college of 
Christy Mathewson, the New York Na- 
tional League pitcher, is unexplained® 
The general impresston is that friends 
of Enrile caused Gonzales’ death, fear- 
ing that Gonzales might kill Enrile 
despite instructions from rebel head- 
quarters. 

“You might as well get General 
Orozco,” said Enrile as Ranger Web- 
ster led him to jail.. “l came only for 
medical treatment, but if the Mexican 
federal government gets me the rev- 
Olution has lost its personal friend 
and supporter,” 

Talked of Own Importance. 

Enrile talked of his own importanze 
to the rebel cause, and expressed the 
that the Madero government 
would apprehend him by extradition. 
He will be held without bond forty 
days, pending the arrival of extradi- 
tion papers from Mexico, when he’ will 
be given a hearing before a United 
States commissioner. 

Enrile’s flight is said here to bear 
Out reports of disorganization and in- 
ternal intrigues within the rebel] or- 
ganization.

REFUSED LIFE OF HIS ENEMY, 
GEN. HUERTA QUITS THE ARMY 

Mexico City, June 9.—A report that 
General Huerta has forwarded hig 
resignation as chief of the army in the 
north, growing out of an altercation 
with Francisco Villa, and which re- 
sulted in Vilia’s recent arrest, was 
current in the capital today. The re- 
port was denied by persons close to 
the president. 

Villa was alleged to have struck 
General Huerta and to have been sum- 
marily ordered by the federa] vom- 
mander to suffer the death penalty for 
hig act of insubordination, Interference 
by Emilio and Raoul Madero, brothers 
of the president, and commanders of 
auxiliary forces under General Huerta 
saved the life of the honorary briga- 
djier general and resulted in his being 
sent a prisoner to the capital. 

General Huerta, resenting the intru- 
sion upon the unlimited authority con- 
ferred upon him in the north, was re- 
ported to have sent his resignation by 
the same train which brought Ville to 
this city. 

The insubordination of Villa is al- 
leged to have grown out of a demand 
that he and his men be allowed to take 
a certain town. 

General Huerta refused to grant the 
permission on the grounds that on 
previous occasions where opportunity 
afforded, Villa and his men had aban- 
doned themselves to sacking and pil- 
lage after the manner of bandits.

At 
the two ends of the block are Park 
and Linden avenues, both of which 
‘carry trolley lines connecting with 
the business center. Two squares dis- 
tant is the main station of the Balti- 
more and QObio railroad and only a 
little further, barely five minutes’ 
walk, is the union station, where pas- 
sengers arrive on the other railroads 
entering the city. Close at hand, with- 
in easy walking distance, is the citys 
largest hotel. 

Description of Building. 

When the state spent $450,000 for 
this drill hal} to house Baltimore's fa- 
mous regiment, the “Dandy Fifth,” big 
conventions were in mind and the 
building was situated and designed 
with reference to affording such ac- 
commodations.. Extertor embellishment 
was a secondary consideration. The 
Fifth,Regiment armory is surrounded 
by massive walls of gray granite, two 
stories high, from which rise twelve 
steel trusees that carry the arched 
roof to a height of 85 feet. It is light- 
ed by windows In the side walls and 
by a skylight that runs the whble 
length of the apex of the roof. From 
the outside the appearance of the 
structure is not particularly impres- 
sive, probably because the principal 
dimensions are lateral, and too exten- 
sive for the eye to appreciate unless 
the beholder could look down on the 
building from an elevation. The arm- 
ory extends 364 feet in width on Hoftf- 
man and Preston streets and is 2384 
feet deep. The great drill hall inside, 
where the convention will assemble, !s 
300x200 feet. 

To adapt this bullding further to 
convention purposes the state appro- 
priated $85,000. The greater part of 
this sum has been spent to increase 
the seating capacity by putting In 
temporary balconies at the two ends 
of the drill hall. Decorations, which 
include the construction of a false ceil- 
ing to improve the acoustic properties, 
cost $7,000. Several thousand dollars 
has been spent in the construction of 
the speakers’ platform, on seats, and 
on remodeling the military company 
quarters at the sides and ends of the 
building for use as committee roome. 

~Magnificent Distances. 

As one enters the hall through the 
main gateway on Hoffman street the 
eye first is impressed by the magnifi- 
cent distances and the seemingly end- 
less vistas of seats. Under the hands 
of the decorators the place has lost 
its military, utilitarian look, trans- 
formed by the more than 40,000 yards 
of bunting that hides the roof beams, 
drapes the walls and covers practi- 
cally every foot of the interior except 
the windows and floor spaces. The 
background is a soft effect of cream. 
gold ‘and white, which makes an ef- 
fective setting for the national colors 
displayed in countless arrangements, 
and the insignia and colors of the \ 
rious states. 

The seating arrangements here are 
the result of long study on the archi- 
tects’ part, aided by the practical ex- 
perience of men versed in the practical 
problems of great conventions. This 
hall will seat comfortably more than 
15,000 persons, and those in charge of 
its preparation believe they have work- 
ed out their problem so that every 
member of this great audience can 
command a view of the speakers’ stand 
and understand what is being said. 
To bring this about the location of the 
speakers’ platform was the matter of 
first importance, 

Where Speakers Will Stand.

of the auditorium, directly opposite 
the main central entrance, midway be- 
tween the ends of the hall and about 
60 feet, or more than one-third the 
distance, from the rear wall of the 
interior. This rostrum, the heart of 
the convention hall, is not large 
enough to permit much pacing about 
on the orator’s part. It measures about 
15 feet long by 10 feet deep. It is 
elevated 6 feet above the main floor. 

Back of the rostrum, two feet above 
it and communicating by steps, is an- 
other platfor... .f the same size for the 
use of the secretaries of the conven- 
on. Back of this are 600 seats, bank- 
ed at the rear to a height of 14 feet. 
which are reserved for the officers 
of the national organiza:ion. Grouped 
about ‘se speakers’ plaform, at both 
sides and in front, are 435 seata for 
the press. These communicate through 
passageways under the banked-up seats 
behind, with the company rooms out- 
side the drill hall, which have been 
fitted up for the use of the newspa- 
pers arfi press associations and tele- 
graph ang telephone companies, From 
these offices, within sound of the 
speaker’s voice and of the secretary 
as he announces the results of each 
ballot, run wires that will carry the 
news of the convention to the world. 

In front of the platform. separated 
only by the narrow row of press seats 
and an aisle, are the places for. the de! 
egates who come to Baltimore to reg 
later the presidential choice of the 
Party in the various states and ter- 
ritories of the union. Although the 
number of votes of these states 
territories may cast aggregates 1,994, 
the architects have provided seats for 
1,200 delegates, because some of the 


Baltimore twice ag many delegates as 
they have votes, each delegate being 
the ctietodian of half a vote. Back of 


alternates, and these 2,400 seats occu- 
py the center of the floor between 
the platform and the entrance. These 
four blocks o¢ seats will hold much 
of the life ana motion of the conven- 
tion. The location of the representa- 
tives of each state will be shown by 
an elevated sign. 
To Handle the Crowds. 

For convenience in handling the 
crowds the convention hall seats have 
been divided into 76 secfions, of which 
49 are on the floor and the rest in the 
balconies. The floor will seat 10,661 
and the balconies 4,408, Deducting

These with the balconies make room 
for 11,628 seats for the accommodation 
of Baltimoreans and visitors who are 
expected by the ten thousands from 
all parts of the country. 

The public seats on the main floor 
occupy the two ends of the hal] and 
run at right angles to the delegates’ 
seats, so that When a speaker on the 
rostrum is facing the delegates the 
Breater part of the audience will 
side views of him.

construction of a false ceiling which 
would improve the acoustic properties 
by preventing the speakers’ voices 
from being lost among the lofty steel 
trusses of the curved roof. This has 
been accomplished by suspending from 
the roof beams arch<«<! trusses of 
wooden framework which have been 
covered with bunting. The spaces be- 
tween have been filled in with bunt- 
ing so as to present an unbroken cloth 
celling which at a distance looks more 
permanent than its temporary use de- 
manded. The ceiling is cream-colored, 
paneled with gold. 


The Decorations Cost 87,000. 


The construction of this false ceiling 
and the draping of the walls and 
girders and the installation of the 
flags, pictures and party slogans which 
make up the interlor decorations oc- 
cupied 14 men for more than a month 
and cost $7,000. Thirty-four thousand 
yards of cream, gold and white bunt- 
ing have been used and 6,000 yards 
of red, white and blue To sew these 
strips of cloth together six seam- 
stresses drove their sewing machines 
eight hours a day for two weeks. 
Three hundred flags have been used. 

The balcony railings are festooned 
with national colors and at the base 
of sach arch descending from the roof 
is the insignia of some state or ter- 
ritory. The speakers’ stand is covered 
with red, white and blue, with the 
colors and arms of the state of Mary- 
land banked in front. Most conspicu- 
ous of the portraits that adorn the 
walls are paintings of Washington 
and Jefferson, each eight feet square 
and executed espeolally for this pur- 
pose. 

A feature of these decorations which 
the committee in charge is particu- 
larly proud of is that every yard of 
bunting used has been fire-proofed. 
The fire-proofing preparation was 
mixed with the dye .and has not 
changed the appearance of the c¢loth 
subjected to this proceas. Although 
the cottton cloth used in its natural 
state is very inflammable, the fire- 
proofed bunting will not blaze even 
when thrown into the fire. The cloth 
will charr, bu¢ only in places to which 
a fiame is directly applied. 

The use of this fire-proof bunting in 
a building constructed of stone, brick 
and stee} has not, however,’ prevented 
the convention committee from taking 
other precautions against a pdssible

ON THE STEAMER 


At Distance of 70 Miles From 
Alaskan Volcano, 


Passengers on Steamer Dora 
Nearly Suffocated by Poison- 
ous Gases—Fear That Sev- 
eral Fishing Villages Have 
Been Destroyed. 


Seward, Alaska, June 9.—Passengers 
On the mail steamer Dora, which ar- 
rived from the westward today, after 
Passing through a shower of ashes 
from Katmai volcano, believe that sev- 
eral small fishing villages on the 
shores of Shelikof strait, may have 
been destroyed by the eruption. The 
revenue cutter service at Unalaska has 
been asked to send assistance. 

The Dora steamed into the harbor 
early today, her white covering mak- 
ing her appear a phantom of the seas. 

A Terrific Explosion. ' 

Those on the steamer as she passed 
through the falling ashes were nearly 
suffocated by poisonous gases, She 
was in sight of Katma! when the erup- 
tion, a brilliant spectacle, began. This 
was 1 o'clock in the afternoon and the 
mountain was in plain view. Subse- 
quent earthquakes disturbed the water 
of the strait, 

Suddenly a terrifie explosion occur- 
red in the mountain and a great mass 
of rocks was thrown into the aftr. 
The first explosion was followed by 
others in quick succession, each seem- 
ingly more terrific than the one pre- 
ceding. Soon a steady stream of rocks 
and ashes poured from the peak and 
spread far over the surrounding coun- 
try, obscuring and shutting the trou- 
bled meuntain from sight. 

At 4 o'clock the Dora was 70 miles 
from the volcano, total darkness came 
and ashes began to fall in thick clouds 
upon the deck, covering it with a 
white layer three inches deep. 

The stifling atmosphere made the 
passengers violently ill. Throughout 
the night the Dora steamed through 
the dust-laden air and was rocked hy 
the earthquakes that lashed the water 
while the mountain thundered men- 
acingly in the distance, 

Clear Air Reached. 

At5o’clock Friday morning the Dora, 
having steamed 50 miles out of her 
course, clear air was reached and the 
passengers were able to breathe freely 
again. Looking back they could see 
the column of smoke and ashes sti}! 
pouring out of the. voleano. 

The Dora was engulfed in darkness 
again Saturday as she neared Seldovia 
and felt her way carefully to Seward. 

The volcanic disturbance is the most 
violent ever recorded in Alaska. It is 
estimated that an area of 300 square 
miles, much of it fertile territory, has 
been covered to a depth of several 
inches. by the volcanic ashes. 

First evidence that the volcano was 
preparing to free itself from the rocks 
and lava that had choked its throat 
for many years came early Thursday 
when the Alaskan peninsula waa 
rocked by a violent earthquake. At 
this time the Dora was at Cold bay, 
only fifteen miles from the volcano. 
When the eruption began she had 
crossed the Shelikof strait to Kodiak, 
and was proceeding on her course. 


Three Shocks Recorded 

Seattle, Wash., June 93.—Three slight 
earth shocks were recorded today on 
the sismograph at the University of 
Washington, indicating that voleanic 
disturbances jn southwestern Alaska 
are still in progress. 

The shocks recorded today were not 
as severe as those of yesterday. 

The volcano disturbance has para- 
lyzed wireless communication, and it 
is impossible to get information con- 
cerning conditions. Of the four vol- 
canoes reported in eruption, Katmai, 
long believed extinct, is considered 
most dangerous, o verlooking, as it 
does, Shellkofg strait. 

St. Augustine is a voleanic 
about 3,000 feet high, in Kamishak 
bay, Cook inlet. TIliamna, 12,066 feet 
high, also is on the west coast of 
Cook inlet, as ig Redoubt, which is 
11,270 feet high, and the most widely 
known of the smoking volcanoes in 
the Cook Inlet country.

June 9.—Politics will 
overshadow the work of congress this 
week, and there will be many depart- 
ures from the capitol for the repub- 
lican convention at Chicago. A few 
members of both houses are delegates. 
A number wf prominent republican sen- 
ators, who‘are neither delegates nor 
proxies will attend the convention and 
probably will be active in the presi- 
dential fight off the convention floor, 
and there will be a large contingent 
from congress among the ranks of the 
spectators at Chicago. 

The figurative “corporal’s guard” or 
more, who are left in the senate, will 
not count upon much actual progress, 
for the program of the senate accord- 
ing to present indications will be to 
recess every two or three days during 
the convention period and in the house

Fight on Commerce Court,

6, and there will be little discussion 
of it in the senate until just before the 
voting date. 

The tariff discussion is lethargic. 
The house chemical tariff revision bill 
is next up in the senate with a pros- 
pect, according to Senator Simmons, in 
charge of it for the democrats, of get- 
ting passed within a day or two. The 
two houses will soon lock horns on the 
senate’s metal bill amendment for re- 
peal of the Canadian reciprocity law 
and fixing of a $2 a ton dut yon print 
paper. 
The Caban Situation. 

The Cuban situation has stretched 
into the senate. The Bacon resolu- 
tion to investigate the authority under 
which marines have been landed in 
Cuba and the Nelson resolution to find 
out whether insurrections are being 
propagated on American soll, both to 
be ascertained through the senate 
foreign relations committee, are up 
for discussion in that committee next 
Wednesday. Meantime the Cuban re- 
lations committee of the senate has a 
little affair of its own, the determina- 
tion of some definite line of policy to 
govern Cuban interventions. 

The Panama canal administrative 
bill, passed by the house, will be re- 
ported with amendments to the senate 
this week. The naval appropriation 
bill, with ita two battleships program, 
against which the house voted, awaits 
action in the senate.
